THIRTEEN MILES 
PAVED HIGHWAYS 


Thirteen and one-half miles 


of concrete and macadam high- 
ways were constructed in San 
Bernardino C ounty at a cost of 
$204,600, according to statistics 

issued yesterday by County

In reviewing the permanent 
improvements constructed un- 
der his supervision during the 
year, Commissioner Cole lists 
nine projects, including the 
paving of the Tenth Street dip], 
in the Upland district at a 
cost of $3,500.

PIGTURE MADE 


WITH PENKNIFE! 


A wonderful work of art, done | 
with the careful painstaking effort 
of a woman of the past century 
was brought to this office by H. 
Albee, of East Tenth Street, to- 
day, a picture which is worthy 
of the keenest admiration. 

The scene represented a peace- 
ful country churchyard, with the 
old church in the background, a 
few crumbling grey tombstones 
and a recent grave with a monu- 
ment showing by its cleanliness 
the newness of the sorrow of the 
woman who stood beside it. Her 
gown was of the precrinoline per- 
iod, and her attitude bespoke ut- 
ter hopelessness. One hand was 
across her face, while her other, 
holding a handkerchief with a lacy 
border, hung helplessly down, 
showing in distinct outline against 
the black gown. 

Behind the tomb and figure of 
the woman was a huge weeping 
willow. 

The minute description is neces- 
sary to understand the marvellous 
work of the picture. It looks like 
an etching, but Mr. Albee said 
that his wife’s mother, Mrs. 
Wealthy W.. Thayer of Aurora, Il- 
linois, did the entire scene with 
a penknife. From a_ sheet of 
black cardboard the artist cut the 
buildings, the figure of the wo- 
man, the tombstone with its two 
decorative figures, trees, flowers, 
and in fact the whole scene as 
above described, her sole instru- 
ment being a penknife. The time 
and patience required for such a 
i piece of work is almost unbelieve- 
able, no mistake could be made, 
as it would be impossible to hide 


it, and the faithfulness to detail 
in every way, the light and shade 
on the trees, the delicate lace 


on the handkerchief, and a hun- 
dred other little items all go to 
show the interested observer what 
an enormous amount of unflagging 
patience must have been needed 
to produce such a picture. No 
pencil, no pen, no fine brush— 
just a penknife. r

this monocromatic in 1850, and did 
one other pieture Which was given) 
rat hér death a few year's ago on 
another daughter now living’ i 
Los Angeles.

EXPLOITING CONFIDENCE

Irresponsible brokers, devoid of 
business character or reputation, 
systematically hoodwink consider- ! 
able. numbers of small investors 
by mails and telephone. One trick 
is to sell shares of stock in going 
concerns at many times _ their 
worth by relying upon the pur- 
chaser’s lack of information. Of- 
ten stocks are offered which are 
traded in on the Exchanges, or 
for which open market prices ex- 
ist. Such prices are much below 
that asked by the fly-by-night deal- 

ers. 

A typical practice of this kind 
is to send letters and printed bul- 
letins to prospects, relating the 
activities and the condition of the 
company whose stock they offer 
later. In the notices, they use an 
authoritative tone to convey the 
idea that they are trusted agents 
of the company. After building 
up confidence in the reader’s mind, 
they offer perhaps at $9 a share, 
stock which has a par value of 
$10. This is termed “a bargain” 
and, of course, no inkling is given

for a renewal of license. 

The 1924 registration is the first 
under the new Vehicle Act, which 
establishes a uniform fee of $3 
for all cars not used for com- 
mercial purposes and which ex- 
acts additional fees from $10 to 
$40 for commercial vehicles re- 
gardless of tire equipment. 

All motor vehicles must be 
equipped with 1924 license plates 
before March 1. A 1923 certifi- 
cate, if in proper shape, serves 
as an application for a 1924 li- 
cense. In six weeks, Jan. 14 to 
March 1, the Motor Vehicle De- 
partment faces the gigantic task 
of re-registering over 1,000,000

other public gatherings, and 
he felt that there should be some 
uniformity about the law.
